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General  Statement. 


In  1854  the  first  classes  in  Medicine  were  held  in  Queen’s  University  at 
Kingston,  and  in  1855  the  first  class  graduated.  The  Medical  Faculty  was 
originally  a Faculty  of  the  University,  but  a separation  took  place  in  1866, 
and  for  some  years  the  Medical  School  was  conducted  under  the  Charter  of 
the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  at  Kingston.  In  1892  the 
Faculty  again  became  an  integral  part  of  the  University  system.  In  1913 
the  finances  of  the  School  merged  into  those  of  the  University.  At  the 
present  time  the  Medical  Faculty  has  the  same  relation  to  the  Board  oi 
Trustees  and  Senate  as  the  Arts  Faculty.  These  changes  have  increased 
the  efficiency  and  usefulness  of  the  School,  which  has  contributed 
its  share  to  scientific  medical  education  and  has  produced  original  scientific 
work. 

Kingston  has  been  known  throughout  Canada  as  a University  centre  for 
more  than  seventy  years.  As  a place  of  residence  it  is  not  surpassed  by  any 
University  city  in  the  Dominion.  Good  board  and  lodging  in  respectable  pri- 
vate houses  can  be  had  at  prices  ranging  from  $4.00  per  week  upwards.  Lists 
of  boarding  and  lodging  houses  can  be  had  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty. 

The  College  occupies  commodious  premises  in  the  group  of  University 
buildings  and  is  close  to  the  General  Hospital.  The  Medical  Building,  erected 
in  1858,  has  been  enlarged  and  improved.  The  upper  floor  is  devoted 
to  the  study  of  Anatomy,  and  has  two  large  dissecting  rooms,  a lecture  room 
and  rooms  for  private  demonstrations.  The  anatomical  museum  is  growing 
rapidly. 

Instruction  in  Chemistry  is  given  in  the  new  Chemistry  Building,  and  in 
Physics  in  the  new  Physics  Building. 

The  new  Medical  Laboratories  Building  was  erected  at  an  expenditure  of 
$50,000,  and  has  been  equipped  throughout.  The  classes  in  Physiology,  Bio- 
logy, Histology,  Pathology,  Bacteriology  and  Pharmacology  are  conducted 
herein.  This  makes  a most  valuable  addition  to  the  resources  of  the  school 
and  gives  students  all  the  most  modern  advantages  in  laboratory  work.  In 
these  laboratories  examinations  of  specimens  for  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment are  constantly  carried  on  and  also  experimental  work  for  the  Dairy  in- 
terests of  Eastern  Ontario.  Rooms  for  research  work  have  also  been  provided 
in  this  building. 

The  Kingston  General  Hospital  is  adjacent  to  the  University  buildings. 
It  contains  230  beds,  and  in  addition  to  the  wards  for  Medical  and  Surgical 
cases  there  are  various  special  departments  to  which  students  have  access. 
The  Nickle  wing  accommodates  infectious  diseases.  The  Doran  building  is 
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reserved  for  obstetric  and  gynaecology  cases  and  contains  an  operating  room 
specially  arranged  for  this  work.  In  the  main  building,  the  Fenwick  operating 
room,  built  in  amphitheatre  style  on  modern  plans,  will  seat  100  students,  and 
affords  every  facility  for  observing  surgical  operations.  There  is  also  a 
private  operating  room  in  the  main  building.  An  addition,  known  as  the 
Empire  Wing,  has  just  been  completed  at  a cost  exceeding  $50,000.  This 
contains  a large  class  room  suitable  for  autopsies,  pathological  rooms, 
dispensary  and  accommodation  for  about  forty  private  patients..  In  the 
General  Hospital  about  2,500  patients  are  treated  annually. 

The  Hotel  Dieu  Hospital  was  founded  in  1840.  The  commodious  struc- 
tures now  occupied  were  rebuilt  in  1892.  Two  hundred  patients  can  be 
accommodated.  The  operating  room  is  thoroughly  equipped  with  modern 
facilities.  During  the  year  patients  to  the  number  of  about  1,800  are 
admitted. 

Rockwood  Hospital  for  the  Insane  is  also  open  to  students.  It  contains 
about  600  patients.  The  lectures  in  Mental  Diseases  are  given  in  the  Hospital, 
as  well  as  many  clinics,  operations  and  post-mortems. 

The  Oliver  Mowat  Memorial  Hospital  for  Tuberculosis  has  recently 
been  opened.  It  has  been  thoroughly  equipped  in  accordance  with  the 
latest  methods  of  treatment  of  that  disease.  This  affords  ample  means  to 
the  students  for  the  study  of  the  prevention  and  cure  of  tuberculosis. 

The  Medical  library  is  in  the  main  Medical  building  and  is  entirely 
separate  from  the  general  library  of  the  University.  It  contains  the  most 
recent  medical  literature  and  is  freely  open  for  the  use  of  students. 

The  Professor  of  Bacteriology  is  also  a special  Health  Officer  of  the 
Provincial  Board  of  Health,  so  that  examinations  of  large  numbers  of  patho- 
logical products  are  constantly  being  made  in  the  laboratories. 

The  period  of  study  required  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  is 

five  years  of  academic  work. 

Graduates  in  Arts,  who  have  taken  in  their  Arts  course  the  subjects 
of  Physics,  Chemistry  and  Biology,  including  Physiology  and  Histology, 
will  receive  advanced  standing  with  credit  for  the  work  done  in  Arts  so 
far  as  it  applies  to  the  Medical  course.  The  course  in  Medicine  may  thus 
be  completed  in  four  years  instead  of  five.  There  is  a special  course  in 
Arts  in  which  the  degrees  of  B.A.  and  M.B.  may  be  obtained  in  seven 
years  (page  13). 

Certificates  of  attendance  are  recognized  by  the  University  of  Cambridge 
and  the  Royal  Colleges  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  London  and  Edin- 
burgh, so  that  those  possessing  the  degree  of  M.D.  from  Queen’s  University 
are  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  in  Great  Britain  that  are  accorded  to  the 
students  and  graduates  of  other  Colonial  Colleges  and  Universities. 
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Men  alone  are  admitted. 

The  Sixty-third  Session  opens  May  1st,  1916,  and  the  last  day  of  the 
Session  is  Nov.  30th,  1916. 

The  Sixty-fourth  Session  opens  Sept.  27th,  1916,  and  terminates  April 

25th,  1917. 

All  announcements  and  regulations  contained  in  this  Calendar  apply  to 
the  current  sessions  only. 

All  applications  with  reference  to  the  course  must  be  made  to  Dr.  Wil- 
liamson, Secretary  of  the  Faculty. 

Hospital  Privileges. — The  Governors  of  the  Kingston  General  Hospital 
agree  to  give  those  students  who  take  out  Hospital  tickets  (cost,  $2)  all  the 
advantages  of  a private  room,  including  room,  board,  attendance  of  nurses  in 
training,  and  ordinary  medicines,  when  requiring  medical  or  surgical  treat- 
ment, from  October  1st  to  May  1st.  These  benefits  are  conditional  on  250 
students  taking  out  tickets  by  November  1st. 


ADMISSION  OF  STUDENTS. 

. Matriculation  requirements  must  be  completed  before  admission. 

Candidates  for  a degree  must  pass  the  Junior  Matriculation  of  the  Uni- 
versity or  its  equivalent  unless  they  (1)  possess  a degree  in  Arts,  not  be- 
ing an  honorary  degree,  from  any  recognized  University;  (2)  have  passed 
the  Matriculation  examination  prescribed  by  the  Medical  Council  of 
any  Province  in  Canada. 

Candidates  from  the  United  States  will  be  accepted  on  presentation  of  a 
certificate  of  registration  as  a fully  matriculated  medical  student  from  any 
State  Board  of  Medical  Licensure. 

At  the  time  of  registration  students  must  present  to  the  Secretary  their 
matriculation  or  other  certificates  of  preliminary  education,  and  where  ex- 
emptions are  claimed  certificates  giving  an  exact  statement  of  the  exemptions 
to  which  they  are  entitled. 

Candidates  who  matriculate  in  any  University  in  the  British  Empire  will 
be  allowed  to  enter  upon  a course  without  further  examination.  Matricula- 
tion Examinations  from  Universities  in  other  countries  will  be  accepted  pro

MATRICULATION  EXAMINATIONS. 

The  matriculation  examinations  are  conducted  for  the  universities  by 
the  Education  Department  of  Ontario. 

Information  as  to  conditions*  and  subjects  can  be  had  on  application  to 
the  Registrar  of  the  University. 


REGISTRATION. 

Students  entering  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  are  required  to  submit  the 
certificates  on  which  they  claim  standing  before  being  permitted  formal 
registration. 

No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  register  in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine 
after  the  sixteenth  of  October  of  any  year. 

Any  student  desirous  of  repeating  any  year  more  than  once  must  ob- 
tain the  permission  of  the  Faculty. 

A student  who  has  attended  the  course  of  instruction  in  any  year  will 
be  required  to  complete  the  examinations  for  that  year  before  he  will  be 
permitted  to  register  in  the  succeeding  year. 


CURRICULUM. 

Undergraduates  who  are  candidates  for  the  degree  of  M.D.,  C.M.,  must 
complete  a period  of  five  years’  study,  which  must  comprise  five  sessions 
of  eight  months  each. 

Regular  attendance  on  full  courses  of  instruction  is  required  in  the  fol- 
lowing departments : — 
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Subjects  of  Study. 


1st  Year: — Physics,  Animal  Biology,  Botany,  Histology,  Anatomy 
and  Chemistry. 

2nd  Year: — Anatomy,  Practical  Anatomy,  Materia  Medica,  Pharmacy, 
Chemistry,  Physiology,  Histology,  and  Embryology. 

3rd  Year: — Anatomy,  Practical  Anatomy,  Pharmacology,  Physiology, 
Bacteriology,  Pathology,  Physical  Diagnosis,  Minor  Surgery. 

4th  Year: — Pathology,  Surgery,  Medicine,  Obstetrics,  Gynaecology,  Pedi- 
atrics, Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat,  Applied  Anatomy,  Therapeutics. 

5th  Year: — Surgery,  Medicine  (including  Therapeutics),  Obstetrics,  Gy- 
naecology (Clinical),  Pathology  (Applied),  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat, 
Sanitary  Science,  Medical  Jurisprudence,  Mental  Diseases,  History  of  Medi- 
;ine,  Life  Insurance  Examinations. 

I The  above  courses  of  study  may  have  been  pursued  either  wholly  at 
Queen’s,  or  partly  at  Queen’s  and  partly  at  some  other  recognized  medical 
;chool.  In  the  latter  case  at  least  one  full  session  must  have  been  spent  at 
his  University. 

Certificates  of  attendance  on  lectures  are  accepted  from  incorporated 
nedical  schools  in  the  British  Dominions  and  others  recognized  by  British 
Jniversities  and  licensing  bodies.  Other  certificates  of  attendance  on  lectures 
md  examinations  may  be  accepted  at  the  discretion  of  the  faculty. 

Students  in  Arts  having  the  study  of  Medicine  in  view  may  take  the  fol- 
owing  course,  and  thus  obtain  their  B.A.  and  M.D.  degrees  in  seven 
i y ears : —

EXAMINATIONS  AND  GRADUATION. 

Every  candidate  intending  to  appear  at  the  final  examination  must,  on 
or  before  the  1st  day  of  April  in  the  year  in  which  he  proposes  to  graduate,, 
present  to  the  Secretary  a declaration  under  his  own  hand  that  he  is  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  or  that  he  will  be  so  before  the  date  of  graduation,  and 
statement  of  his  medical  studies,  with  proper  certificates.

A minimum  of  fifty  per  cent,  in  each  subject  is  required  to  pass.  Can-j 
didates  who  fail  to  pass  in  the  majority  of  the  subjects  required  at  one 
annual  examination  must  repeat  their  attendance  at  all  the  classes  of  the 
year  before  they  will  be  allowed  to  present  themselves  again  for  exami4l° 
nation.

20.  This  scholarship  of  the  annual  value  of  £50  stg.,  is  awarded  by  His 
Majesty’s  Commissioners  for  the  Exhibition  of  1851  to  students  who  have 
given  evidence  of  capacity  for  original  research,  and  (except  in  very  special 
circumstances)  are  under  30  years  of  age. 

The  nominee  must  be  a British  subject,  must  have  been  a bona-fide  student 
of  this  University  for  three  years,  must  have  been  a student  of  this  University 
for  a full  year  immediately  before  his  nomination,  must  be  a student  of  this 
University  at  the  time  of  his  nomination  (or  he  must  have  been  a student  at 
this  University  for  a full  year  ending  within  twelve  months  prior  to  his  nomi- 
nation and  since  ceasing  to  be  such  student  must  have  been  engaged  solely  in 
scientific  study),  and  must  pledge  himself  not  to  hold  any  position  of  emolu- 
ment whilst  holding  the  scholarship.  He  is  recommended  to  the  Commission- 
ers by  the  Senate  of  the  University.  The  scholarship  may  be  held  for  a 
second  year,  if  the  report  of  the  first  year’s  work  be  satisfactory  to  the  Com- 
missioners. The  scholar  will  in  the  absence  of  special  circumstances  be 
required  to  proceed  to  an  institution  other  than  that  by  which  he  is  nominated, 
and  there  pursue  some  investigation  likely  to  promote  technical  industries  or 
scientific  culture.  The  particular  investigation  the  student  proposes  to  pursue 
must  be  stated  before  a scholarship  can  be  awarded. 

The  next  recommendation  will  be  made  by  the  Senate  in  April,  1917. 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  LICENSE. 

A University  Degree  does  not  give  the  right  to  practice  the  pro- 
fession of  Medicine.  It  is  also  necessary  to  conform  with  the  laws  pertain- 
ing to  the  practice  of  Medicine  in  the  province,  state  or  country  in  which  it 
is  proposed  to  begin  practice.  The  Medical  Council  of  Canada  issues  a 
diploma  which  is  accepted  fcr  registration  in  any  province  of  the  Do- 
minion. Each  province  in  Canada  has  a special  standard  of  medical 
education  and  special  requirements  for  license. 

Dominion  op  Canada. 

The  announcement  of  the  Medical  Council  of  Canada  may  be  ob- 
tained from  Dr.  R.  W.  Powell,  Registrar,  Ottawa. 

Students  are  advised  to  secure  this  qualification  in  preference  to  one 
from  any  provincial  council. 

Province  of  Ontario. 

The  announcement  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  On- 
tario may  be  obtained  from  Dr.  H.  Wilber  force  Aikens,  Registrar,  Toronto. 

The  matriculation  examination  is  the  examination  conducted  by  the  Edu- 
cation Department  on  the  course  prescribed  for  Tunior  Matriculation  in  Arts. 

Graduates  in  Arts,  and  those  who  have  passed  Senior  Arts  Matriculation 
or  the  examination  conducted  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  in  Arts,  are  entitled 
to  registration  as  matriculants. 

Five  years  must  be  spent  in  actual  professional  studies.  Four  winter  ses- 
sions of  eight  months  each  are  required ; the  fifth  or  final  year  is  devoted  to 
clinical  work.

Second  Year. 

(a.)  The  study  of  the  bones  of  the  head  and  trunk. 

(b)  Complete  dissection  of  head  and  neck,  abdomen  and  thorax. 

(c)  A series  of  twenty-four  lectures  on  the  development  and  struc- 

ture of  the  central  nervous  system. 

(d)  Demonstrations  on  the  organs  of  special  sense  and  viscera. 

( e ) Review  and  demonstration  in  the  dissecting  room  twice  weekly. 
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Students  must  dissect  the  whole  of  the  human  body  during  the  course. 
Preliminary  and  final  oral  examinations  are  required  from  each  student,  on 
each  part  dissected,  and  no  certificate  is  given  unless  the  examinations  are 
satisfactory.  Besides  these,  final  written  examinations  are  held  at  the  close 
of  the  Spring  term.  Students  must  complete  the  dissection  and  pass  all  oral 
examinations  before  being  allowed  to  proceed  with  the  written  examinations. 

A complete  set  of  bones  of  the  extremities  is  loaned  to  each  first  year 
student.  Bones  of  the  head  and  trunk  are  loaned  to  second)  year  students. 

All  lectures  and  demonstrations  are  illustrated  by  carefully  dissected 
moist  and  dry  preparations,  frozen  sections,  plates,  photographs  and  drawings. 

Special  demonstrations  are  given  on  the  bones,  brain,  organs  of  special 
sense  and  viscera. 

A Faculty  prize  in  Anatomy  is  awarded  to  the  student  making  the  highest 
marks  in  Second  Year  Anatomy. 

The  dissecting  rooms  are  open  from  9 a.m.  to  5 p.m.,  and  during  the 
hours  for  dissection  the  professors  and  demonstrators  are  in  constant  at- 
tendance guiding  and  assisting  the  work  of  the  students.  One  entire  flat  of 
the  Medical  Building  is  devoted  ,]to  anatomical  purposes.  The  dissecting  rooms 
are  large,  well  lighted  and  thoroughly  ventilated.  An  abundance  of  the  best 
dissecting  material,  prepared  in  the  most  approved  manner,  is  constantly  on 
hand  for  the  use  of  the  students. 

Arrangements  can  be  made  by  graduates  and  others  for  the  use  of  the 
dissecting  room  and  for  material  for  special  study  and  research.

1. — Animal  Biology.  Students  of  the  first  year  will  attend  a course  of 
lectures  and  demonstrations  in  general  animal  biology,  to  be  given  twice  a 
week  for  half  the  session.  The  course  is  an  elementary  one  and  is  designed 
as  an  introduction  to  the  subject.

2. — Histology . A course  of  microscopic  demonstrations  upon  the  tissues 
and  organs  of  the  mammal  will  be  given  three  hours  a week  throughout 
the  session.  A large  number  of  sections  of  both  fresh  and  prepared  tissues 
will  be  furnished  to  each  student  for  examination  under  the  microscope. 
These  sections  must  be  carefully  studied,  drawn  and  described  in  a blank 
book  specially  provided  for  the  purpose.

A microscope  can  be  rented  for  $5  per  session;  or  one  can  be  pur- 
chased for  $48,  payable  at  once  or  in  yearly  instalments  of  $16.

mon  elements  and  compounds  and  a discussion  of  elementary  physical; 
chemistry  and  the  theory  of  qualitative  analysis.  The  lectures  are  full} 
illustrated  by  class-room  demonstrations. 

( b ) The  lecture  discussions  are  closely  paralleled  by  laboratory 
practice,  which  includes  exercises  in  qualitative  analysis.

( а ) In  the  lectures  a study  is  made  of  the  elementary  principles  of 
organic  chemistry  and  its  compounds  which  are  essential  as  a foundation 
for  physiological  chemistry.  Special  emphasis  is  laid  on  the  carbo- 
hydrates, lipins  and  proteins.  This  study  is  followed  by  a discussion  of 
the  chemical  processes  involved  in  respiration,  secretion,  digestion,  ab- 
sorption, metabolism  and  excretion,  and  the  chemistry  of  the  tissues. 

(б)  During  the  first  half  year  the  properties  of  the  more  important 
classes  of  organic  compounds  of  both  the  aliphatic  and  benzene  series 
are  studied  in  detail  in  the  laboratory.  Special  attention  is  directed  to 
the  carbohydrates  and  lipins. 

In  the  second  half  year  knowledge  is  gained  of  physiological  chem- 
istry by  a study  of  the  physical  and  chemical  properties  of  proteins  and 
enzymes  and  by  laboratory  experiments  on  foods,  digestion,  bile,  secre- 
tions, blood,  tissues  and  normal  urine.

The  lectures  are  delivered  to  the  fourth  year  at  the  Medical  Labora- 
tories Building  on  Tuesday  at  1 o’clock  and  W ednesday  at  11  o’clock. 

The  course  is  taken  in  the  fourth  and  fifth  years  and  consists  of 
lectures  and  clinical  demonstrations.  The  clinics  are  held  in  the  operat- 
ing rooms  and  clinical  lecture  room  at  the  General  Hospital. 

Fourth  Year. 

The  course  includes  methods  of  pelvic  examination,  the  disorders  of 
menstruation,  diseases  of  the  female  generative  organs,  injuries  to  the 
pelvic  floor,  urinary  bladder  and  rectum,  malformations  and  displace- 
ments of  the  uterus,  extra-uterine  pregnancy  and  benign  and  malignant 
growths  affecting  the  female  genitalia. 

At  the  Hospital,  demonstrations  are  given  in  the  technique,  post- 
operative treatment  and  instruments  used  in  gynaecologic  cases,  also  in 
the  application  of  pessaries  and  such  local  treatments  as  douches,  tam- 
ponade, etc.  The  various  pelvic  and  vaginal  operations  are  performed 
before  sections  of  the  class. 

Fifth  Year. 

The  work  of  the  fifth  year  is  taken  up  in  the  hospitals  and  is  largely 
clinical  and  operative,  including  special  methods  of  examination  such  as 
cystoscopy,  etc.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the  pathology  of  pelvic 
growths.

The  course  in  the  second  year  consists  of  preliminary  lectures  on  the 
definitions,  measures,  pharmaceutic  methods,  and  special  pharmaceutical 
preparations.  This  is  followed  by  a course  of  lectures  on  the  classifica- 
tion, sources  and  preparation  of  drugs.  The  laboratory  course  consists 
of  practical  demonstrations  of  drugs  with  preparations  and  their  solubili- 
ties and  incompatabilities,  special  stress  being  laid  on  the  more  important 
and  commonly  used  drugs. 

In  the  lectures  to  the  third  year,  special  attention  is  paid  to  the  phar- 
macological action  of  drugs.  The  course  in  experimental  pharmacology 
consists  in  experiments  performed  by  the  students,  under  supervision  of 
the  lecturer.

This  class  includes  a course  in  Toxicology,  in  which  the  action  of  poisons, 
general  evidence  of  poisoning  and  classification  of  poisons  are  discussed,  and 
reference  is  made  to  symptoms,  chemical  tests  and  post-mortem  appearances. 

The  course  in  Jurisprudence  includes  documentary  and  oral  evidence, 
identification,  real  and  apparent  death,  autopsies,  the  taking  down  of  evidence; 
the  appearance  of  wounds  and  other  external  injuries  before  and  after  death; 
effects  of  suffocation,  drowning;  the  detection  of  blood  stains,  seminal  fluids, 
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etc.;  the  evidence  of  rape,  criminal  abortion,  concealment  of  pregnancy  and 
infanticide;  insanity,  feigned  diseases,  impotence,  sterility,  legitimacy,  life 
assurance  and  malpractice.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  with  plates  and  spe- 
cimens.

In  the  third  year  a short  course  of  lectures  is  given  on  Haematology. 
The  didactic  and  the  clinical  work  are  correlated  by  a parallel  study  of 
the  pathological  conditions  of  the  blood  in  the  laboratory  (clinical 
microscopy).  These  lectures  are  illustrated  by  patients  from  the  wards 
of  the  General  Hospital,  the  Hotel  Dieu  and  from  the  out-patient  de- 
partments of  these  institutions.

Clinical  methods,  two  hours  a week,  are  taught  throughout  the  ses- 
sion. The  first  half  of  the  session  is  devoted  to  a study  of  the  normal 
physical  signs,  the  second  half  to  the  abnormal,  with  their  clinical  sig- 
nificance.

These  reports  must 
be  initialed  by  the  instructor  and  passed  on  to  the  head  of  the  depart- 
ment for  permanent  record.

Each  student  must  write  in  the  history-book  prepared  for  the  pur- 
pose and  according  to  the  printed  plan  on  the  second  page,  the  history 
of  each  case  assigned  him.  A full  laboratory  report,  duly  initialed  by 
the  instructor,  must  be  entered.  No  book  will  be  accepted  unless  at  least 
six  cases  are  written  up.  These  reports  are  criticized  and  valued  from 
time  to  time  throughout  the  session  and  their  values  entered  in  the  per- 
manent records.

Each  student  must  write  in  the  history-book  prepared  for  fifth  year 
students  the  history  of  each  case  assigned  him.  A full  laboratory  re- 
port duly  initialed  by  the  instructor  must  be  attached.  In  case  of  death 
of  the  patient,  the  post-mortem  report  must  be  included.  No  book  will 
be  accepted  unless  six  cases  are  written  up.  These  case  reports  are 
criticized  and  valued  at  regular  intervals  during  the  session. 

Clinical  tests  are  held  every  six  weeks.  No  student  is  admitted  to 
the  April  examinations  who  has  failed  to  make  50%  on  his  work  of  the 
session. 

A complete  record  of  the  student’s  work  throughout  the  third, 
fourth  and  fifth  years  is  kept  and  this  record  is  considered  in  deter- 
mining his  final  standing.

Patients  in  the  out-patient  department  who  require  to  be  followed 
up  in  their  homes  are  assigned  to  members  of  the  fifth  year.  Histories 
of  these  cases,  if  approved,  may  be  included  in  the  regular  case-book.

OBSTETRICS, 

A.  R.  B.  Williamson,  M.A.,  M.D.,  M.R.C.S.,  Eng.;  L.R.C.P.,  Lond., 
Professor. 

Dr.  Williamson  lectures  to  the  final  year  at  the  Medical  Laboratories 
on  Monday  and,  Tuesday  at  1 o’clock. 

He  lectures  to  the  fourth  year  in  the  Medical  Building  on  Thursday 
and  Friday,  at  1 o’clock. 

For  fourth  year  students  the  course  in  Obstetrics  will  include  the  anatomy 
of  the  pelvis ; anatomy,  anatomical  relations  and  physiology  of  the  organs 
of  generation ; menstruation,  ovulation  and  conception ; development  of  the 
embryo,  foetus  and  foetal  appendages ; the  diagnosis  of  pregnancy,  phenomena 
and  management  of  normal  labor ; management  of  the  mother  and  infant 
during  the  puerperal  peripd ; mechanism  and  management  of  labor  for  the 
several  presentations  and  positions;  delivery  by  forceps;  by  version;  he- 
morrhage during  pregnancy  and  post  partum. 

In  the  fifth  year  the  pathology  of  pregnancy,  parturition  and  the  puer- 
perium  is  taken  up.  Under  this  heading  is  considered  the  diseases  of  the 
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membranes  and  placenta ; the  diseases  and  disorders  of  pregnancy ; the  effects 
of  certain  diseases  on  pregnancy  and  parturition;  dystocia  the  result  of  de- 
formed pelvis,  faulty  mechanism,  mal-presentations  and  positions ; ante- 
partum and  post  partum  hemorrhage;  diseases  incident  to  the  puerperium. 
The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  the  artificial  pelvis,  drawings  and  models.  The 
class  is  admitted  to  the  practice  of  the  Maternity  Wards  of  the  Hospital 
where  practical  instruction  is  given  in  the  management  and  care  of  such  cases.

PATHOLOGY  AND  BACTERIOLOGY.

T.  Little,  M.B.,  Demonstrator. 

The  course  in  Pathology  comprises : — 

1.  A series  of  lectures,  two  per  week,  during  the  session  on  general  patho- 
logy, for  students  of  the  third  year.  These  lectures  are  illustrated  by 
plates,  diagrams  and  morbid  specimens. 

2.  A weekly  demonstration  in  morbid  histology  for  third  year 
students.  Sections  of  various  lesions  are  prepared  and  demonstrated 
each  week,  so  that  a representative  series  of  specimens  of  diseased  tissues  are 
thus,  acquired  by  students. 

3.  A class  in  clinical  microscopy  three  hours  each  week  during  the 
session. 

4.  A series  of  lectures  on  bacteriology,  with  practical  instruction,  occupying 
four  hours  each  week  during  the  session.  Each  student  will  have  practical 
instruction  in  culture  methods,  examinations  of  pure  cultures  and  examination 
bacteriologically  of  secretions  and  excretions  of  the  body,  with  strict  refer* 
ence  to  the  bearing  of  such  on  practical  medicine. 

5.  A series  of  lectures  and  demonstrations  on  systemic  pathology  for  stu- 
dents of  the  fourth  year,  three  and  one-half  hours  per  week  during  the 
session. 

6.  A class  one  day  each  week  at  which  the  gross  and  microscopic 
morbid  specimens  from  autopsies  and  operations  are  demonstrated. 
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7.  In  the  fifth  year  two  classes  per  week  dealing  with  the  pathology 
of  cases  in  the  hospital  wards. 

Students  will  be  taken  in  rotation  to  assist  in  making  post-mortem 
examinations  and  in  making  reports  of  such  examinations.  Students 
must  attend  at  least  ten  autopsies,  which  are  held  at  the  mortuaries  of 
the  General  and  Rockwood  Hospitals. 

Each  student  must  provide  himself  with  a set  of  pathological  slides. 
These  may  be  obtained : 

1.  By  purchase  at  the  college;  3rd  year  $5.00,  4th  year  $5.00. 

2.  By  rental  at  the  college;  3rd  year  $2.50,  4th  year  $2.50. 

A student  renting  slides  must  deposit  full  price  of  same  and  on  re- 
turn of  slides  a refund  of  50  -per  cent,  will  be  made  less  25  cents  for 
each  slide  destroyed. 

3.  By  purchase  elsewhere  of  slides.  These  must  be  approved  by  the 
professor.

The  course  of  experi- 
ments is  planned  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  medical  student.

PHYSIOLOGY.

W.  V.  Sargent,  M.B.,  Fellow. 

In  this  department  are  offered  courses  which  are  suited  for  provid- 
ing the  preparation  in  the  science  of  Physiology  that  is  indispensable  to 
the  study  and  practice  of  medicine;  courses  which  afford  the  student  an 
opportunity  for  acquiring  a more  thorough  and  complete  preparation 
for  following  intelligently  the  rapid  advances  in  modern  physiology  and 
other  medical  subjects;  and  courses  which  are  indispensable  for  those 
who  intend  to  assist  in  this  advance  by  devoting  themselves  in  part  or 
exclusively  to  research  in  medical  subjects,  after  completing  their  medi- 
cal course. 

The  required  courses  in  Physiology  are  arranged  to  cover  a period 
of  three  sessions  and  consist  of  lectures,  demonstrations,  written  and 
oral  quizzes,  informal  conferences,  and  laboratory  work  and  study. 
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Courses  of  Instruction. 

First  Year. 

1.  — Elementary  Physiology.  After  the  course  in  general  animal 
biology  has  been  completed,  there  will  follow  for  the  rest  of  the  session 
a course  of  instruction  in  elementary  physiology. 

Wednesday  at  2,  Friday  at  1.  Second  half  year.  Professor  Knight. 

2.  — Physiologic  Anatomy.  This  is  a purely  laboratory  course  based 
on  the  dissection  of  the  rabbit.  Emphasis  is  laid  on  the  physiological 
rather  than  the  anatomical  side.  Thus  a detailed  study  is  made  of  the 
muscles  of  mastication,  deglutition,  respiration,  defecation,  micturition 
and  vomiting,  as  well  as  of  the  different  systems  of  organs  including  tfie 
glands  of  internal  secretion.  The  class  is  divided  into  two  sections. 

Section  A,  Monday  9-11;  Section  B,  Wednesday,  10i-12. 

Professor  Patterson  and  Dr.  Sargent. 

Second  Year. 

3.  — Intermediate  Physiology.  The  subject  is  discussed  didactically 
in  the  following  order : Physiology  of  the  blood,  circulation  and  respira- 
tion; the  physiology  of  secretion,  digestion,  absorption,  metabolism  and 
excretion;  the  physiology  of  muscle  and  nerve,  central  nervous  system 
and  special  senses. 

Lectures — Monday  at  11  and  Friday  at  10.  Professor  Patterson. 

4.  Experimental  Physiology.  This  is  a purely  laboratory  course  in 
the  dynamics  of  muscle  and  nerve,  nervous  system,  circulation  and 
respiration,  digestion,  excretion,  secretion,  etc.  The  class  is  divided  into 
two  sections. 

Section  A,  Tuesday  1-4;  Section  B,  Thursday  9-12. 

Demonstrations — Tuesday  at  11. 

Professor  Patterson  and  Dr.  Sargent. 

Third  Year. 

5.  — Advanced  Physiology.  As  a thorough  understanding  of  ad- 
vanced physiology  can  be  acquired  only  through  a knowledge  of  physics, 
chemistry,  gross  and  microscopic  anatomy,  supplemented  by  experi- 
mental courses  of  laboratory  instruction,  the  third  year  will  be  devoted 
largely  to  correlating  the  work  of  the  two  preceding  years  in  these  five 
subjects,  and  in  using  it  as  a basis  for  the  clinical  instruction  of  the 
fourth  and  fifth  years.  Special  emphasis  will  be  laid  upon  the  study  of 
the  nervous  system. 

Tuesday  at  11,  Wednesday  at  10,  Thursday  at  9 and  Friday  at  11. 

Professor  Knight. 
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Optional  Courses. 

6.  — Special  Mammalian  Physiology.  This  is  a laboratory  and  lecture 
course  intended  for  advanced  laboratory  students  who  may  wish  to  do 
•pecial  work  in  this  line  of  physiology.  Hours  to  be  arranged. 

Professor  Patterson. 

7.  — Research  in  Physiology.  Properly  qualified  students  will  be 
admitted  to  the  laboratory  for  post-graduate  study  and  special  research. 
Hours  will  be  arranged  to  suit  individuals. 

Professors  Knight  and  Patterson. 

8.  — General  and  Comparative  Physiology  (at  the  Dominion  Biologi- 

cal Station,  at  St.  Andrews,  N.B.).  Credit  is  given  by  Queen’s  Univer- 
sity for  work  done  at  this  station.  Professor  Knight. 

Laboratory  of  Experimental  Physiology. 

This  laboratory  is  fully  equipped  with  the  latest  and  most  im- 
proved apparatus.  Each  student  is  trained  to  become  familiar  with  the 
phenomena  of  life  by  objective  and  personal  study.  An  abundant  supply 
of  material  is  provided  for  experiment  and  demonstration. 

The  laboratory  is  also  well  adapted  for  post-graduate  study,  and 
graduates  and  advanced  students  competent  to  undertake  such  work, 
who  desire  to  pursue  special  physiological  investigation,  will  be  given 
the  opportunity  under  suitable  regulations. 

In  course  (4)  a laboratory  deposit  of  $3.€'(>  will  be  required  of  each 
student,  returnable  at  the  end  of  the  session  minus  the  amount  of  break- 
age plus  $1.0(0*  for  wear  and  fear  of  apparatus.  Special  laboratory  de- 
posits will  also  be  required  in  courses  6 and  7,  the  amount  depending 
©n  the  length  of  the  course  and  the  nature  of  the  work.

Diseases.  It  includes  a consideration  of  insanity  in  its  various  forms, 
special  attention  being  devoted  to  diagnosis  and  treatment.  Students  are 
required  to  write  the  histories  of  various  mental  cases.

SANITARY  SCIENCE  AND  PREVENTIVE  MEDICINE.

The  lectures  are  taken  during  the  fifth  year,  and  include  the  sub- 
jects of  food,  water,  air  and  ventilation,  sewage  disposal,  dwellings,  hospitals, 
climate  and  soil  in  their  relation  to  public  health.  The  nature,  methods  of 
spread  and  means  of  prevention  of  the  infective  diseases  will  also  be  con- 
sidered, including  isolation,  disinfection  and  quarantine.  Vital  statistics  and 
the  laws  governing  control  of  public  health  will  also  be  discussed.

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In  the  third  year  one  lecture  is  given  covering  inflammation  and  its 
effects,  use  of  heat,  light,  electricity,  and  radium,  suppurative  processes, 
asepsis,  wounds  and  treatment.  One  clinic  weekly  is  held  in  minor 
surgery,  bandaging,  etc. 

For  the  fourth  year,  three  lectures  are  delivered  comprising  dis- 
eases of  arteries,  veins,  nerves,  muscles  and  tendons;  fractures  and 
dislocations,  diseases  of  bones  and  joints,  deformities  of  limbs  and  spine. 
One  clinic  is  held  in  the  General  Hospital  and  one  in  the  Hotel  Dieu 
weekly. 

The  fifth  year  is  devoted  chiefly  to  clinical  surgery,  there  being  but 
one  lecture  weekly  on  surgery  of  the  abdomen  and  thorax  and  of  the 
head  and  neck. 

Four  clinics  are  held  weekly  in  the  General  Hospital,  one  in  the 
Hotel  Dieu  and  one  at  Rockwood  Hospital. 

Ample  provision  is  made  for  operative  surgery  on  the  cadaver  by 
two  weekly  demonstrations  in  which  the  student  himself  performs  the 
operation  in  all  its  steps  under  supervision. 

At  the  General  Hospital  a special  course  is  given  in  the  use  of  the 
cystoscope  and  in  eatherization  of  the  ureter.

Dr.  Asselstine  lectures  to  the  fourth  year  at  the  General  Hospital  at 
3 p.m.  on  Thursday.  The  lectures  deal  with  general  thera- 
peutics, referring  particularly  to  vaccine  therapy,  serum  therapy,  medi- 
cal climatology,  electro  therapy,  X-ray  therapy,  toxicology,  etc. 

Fifth  Year. 

Dr.  Campbell  lectures  to  the  final  year  Friday , at  2 o’clock,  at  the 
General  Hospital , giving  practical  bedside  treatment  following  the  clini- 
cal teaching  of  the  week. 

The  lectures  are  used  to  introduce  in  a systematic  way  the  prin- 
ciples of  and  indications  for  treatment. 

The  clinic  at  Hotel  Dieu  Tuesday  morning  at  10  o’clock  is  followed 
by  practical  bedside  treatment  of  the  cases  presented. 

Dr.  Asselstine  also  lectures  to  the  fifth  year  on  Tuesday  afternoon  at  4 
o’clock.  The  lectures  deal  particularly  with  infectious  diseases  and  dis- 
eases of  the  alimentary  tract,  using  the  wards  of  the  General  Hospital, 
the  Mowat  Hospital,  and  the  Rockwood  Hospital,  as  circumstances  de- 
mand. 

During  the  course  special  attention  is  given  to  newer  methods  of 
treatment,  prescription  writing  and  demonstrations  at  the  bedside.
